THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Loudon on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations of the same. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise .and 
appropriate the sum of $1,011.31 with interest to pay 
balance of Trunk Line note. 


Art. 4. To see if Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $466.50, the State to give $933.00 for State 
Aid Road. 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $933.00, State to give $1,866.00 
for State Aid construction. 

or 
Town to raise $768.00, State to give $3,074.29 for Town 
road maintenance. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to allow 3% 
discount on all Taxes paid before July 1st, 1935. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to allow the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 
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Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400.00 to exterminate White 
Pine Blister Rust. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of the municipal budget act. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,000 for old age assistance 
and Town poor. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate money to purchase four Snow Plows, of 
size adequate to be used on Ford, Chevrolet and like 
trucks, the purchase to be left to the Selectmen, and a 
committee of two appointed by the Moderator. 


Art. 12. To see if Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to let Snow removal of our roads out: by con- 
tract, same to be sealed bids, to be opened on the first 
day of September, 1935, and only a tax paying citizen 
of the Town of Loudon, N. H., be eligible as bidder. 
Contracts to run for three years, and the successful 
bidder ta give bonds to Selectmen in amounts to cover 
his obligations to the Town satisfactory to the Town. 


Art. 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of to purchase a new tractor 
and plow. 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to raise such moneys as may be nec- 
essary, and complete all unfinished Sections of the 
road leading from Loudon Village to Gilmanton Line 
(known as the old Stage Line) same to be let by contract 
to lowest responsible bidder, with stipulation that as 
much local labor be employed as is practical, and said 
work to be completed on or before November 1, 1935, 
and such moneys as may be obtained from the State 
Aid, or Legislature Special as in the past, shall apply 
to retire said debt until paid.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Loudon School Board and Citizens: 


Three new teachers entered the schools in Septem- 
ber. Miss Perham at the Brown School and Miss 
Spearman at the White are both graduates of Keene 
Normal School and both came to us without previous 
experience. Mr. Brown, the new teacher at the Yel- 
low School is also a graduate of Keene Normal. He 
taught in Gilmanton last year. All these teachers are 
doing satisfactory work. 


At the present time the Brown School contains only 
eight pupils. As four of these are in the eighth grade 
the school may be too small to continue next year. 
With the improvement being made in the road over 
the hill I am wondering if it would be feasible to trans- 
port the children to the Ridge School and perhaps re- 
model the Ridge building as a Federal P.W.A. project. 


By comparing the School Board’s estimate for the 
coming year with the amount recommended and voted 

‘last year, you will note that the total amount for Sup- 
~ port of Schools is $209.67 larger than last year. Items 
changed are as follows: Teachers’ Salaries, total in- 
crease $65.00, to allow small readjustment of a few 
teachers salaries; repairs, $50.00 added for shingling 
Clough Hill building; and increase of $118.67 for Health 
Supervision caused by the reapportionment of the 
Nurse’s time by the State Department of Education; 
Total increase, $233.67. These increases, except the 
$50.00 for shingling, will be refunded to us in state 
aid. There is a decrease of $2.00 for flags and $22.00 
for transportation. Total decrease, $24.00; Net In- 
crease, $209.67. 


For Other Statutory Requirements there is an in- 
crease of $50.00 for High School Tuition and $10.00 
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for Per Capita Tax; Total Increase $60.00. Deducting 
a decrease of $27.76 in Superintendent’s salary leaves 
a Net Increase of $32.24. Against these small increases 
is the increase in estimated income amounting to $492- 
03, (Of this amount $342.33 is estimated increase in 
State Aid). 


Last year two special appropriations were made: De- 
ficit for 1933-34 $500.00, and Remodeling Osborne 
Schoolhouse, $50.00. This made the total assessment 
last year $9,867.33 as compared with the amount asked 
for this year, $9,066.91, a decrease of $800.42. 

The tables submitted as a part of this report are 
of interest, especially if one compares them with those 
of previous years. Since 1920 the total average mem- 
bership in the schools has increased 57 per cent. Last 
year’s graduating class of sixteen pupils is the largest 
since I have been connected with your schools.
